Scores of elderly Chinese are 
Seeking legal redress against the 
administrators of a San Francisco 
health care plan，which allegedly 
has misled them into losing their 
health care_ benefits.， Three of 
them are among the 24 named 
plaintiffs in a lawsuit filed in the 
Superior Court here last Wednes- 
day against the American Health 
Care Plan. 

The 60-some Chinese claimed 
they were fraudulently coaxed 
into joining the private heajlth 
care plan and unknowingly giving 
up their Medi-Cal benefits. Dr. 
William Mayer，director of the 
State Health Department, was 
alsonamed as a defendant in the 
suit.， Plaintiffs blamed the state 
health authorities for failing to 
enforce health care laws. 

Attorney Ronald Wong of the 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation said that each of the 
Chinese plaintiffs was suing for 
$1,000 in punitive damages and 
another $110.82 in loss of Medi- 
Cal benefits. Wong，however， 
stressed that the point of the suit 
Was to seek an injunction to stop 
the defendants from misrepre- 
senting their services 过 the fu 
ture. 

He said American Health Car: 
Plan recrulters told the enrollees 
alotofthings and some of them 
are untrue.” 

“The old people，with an aver- 
age age of 65, said they were told 
by a Chinese recruiter that Medi- 
Cal was going out of business and 
that they should sign up to join 
the American Health Care Plan. 
The Plan is a state-subsidized， 
prepaid health_ care Program for 
low-income persons. About 8,900 
San Franciscans have enrolled in 
the Plan，which .gets $225,000 a 
month from the state. 

RECRUITMENT 

According to Isabella Wong of 
Self-Help for the Elderly，a 
Chinatown senior citizens service 
agency，American Health Care 
Plan started a recruitment cam- 
paign in Chinatown last spring. 
Self-Help had advised against 
joining the plan，Wong said，be- 
cause there were “Some prob- 
lems involved.”“”“Nobody really 
knew what the plan was all 
about,"”she said. 

But a Chinese recruiter went to 
the _ various family and district 
associations and persuaded a 
number of elderly Chinese to 
join. Attorney David Chavkin， 
also of the Neighborhood Legal 
Assistance Foundation，said the 
Chinese，who are non-English- 
speaking，were induced to sign 
the documents written in English 


and “Signed away all their 
rights.” The plaintiffs said Amer- 


ican Health Care Plan recruiters 
were paid $10 for every person 
they recruited into the program. 
The Chinese said they were 
falsely promised the service of 
Chinese physicians anduse ofthe 
Chinese Hospital in Chinatown.

Other plaintiffs in the suit also 
told similar stories of recruiters 
misrepresentation to get them to 
join andot shortchanginerthem in 
health care Services_ after they 
had joined， Patients complained 
of the unavailability of prompt 
medical attention in dire emer- 
gency Situations.。 The suit also 
“SerIoOusiy 
jeopardqlize the legislative intent 
and medical integrity of the 
Medi-Cal program.” 

Wong of Self-Help said many 
Chinese Medi-Cal recipients un- 
wittingly gave up their benefits 
when they accepted _ American 
Health Care Plan Cards. Efforts 
are being made to help them dis- 
enroll from the plan and to re- 


claim， their Medi-Cal coverage， 
she said. She said about 20 to 25 
per cent of the disenchanted en- 
rollees from Chinatown had al- 
ready rejoined Medi-Cal. 

Dr. Arthur Coleman，Ppresident 
of the medical group affiliated to 
the program，said the American 
Health Care Plan was“required 
by law to provide the same bene- 
fits (as Medi-Cal) and more.”He 
denied that the health care pro- 
vided was inadequate. He said 
the enrollees in the plan totaled 
in the thousands and there were 
only a few who were unsatisfied .

We understand that supporters of the United Farm Work- 
ers (UFW) are planning to boycott grocery stores operated 
by Chinese Americans. It is true that these stores often have 
table grapes，iceberg jlettuce and Gallo wine on their 
shelves, a fact which infuriates UEW supporters. We recog- 
nize the plight of the farm workers and support whole- 
heartedly any effort to bring about a better livelihood for 
them. Also， we admire many of our Chicano brothers and 
sisters for their perseverance and sacrifice for this cause. 
However，we would like them to consider the folljowing 
facts before any action to boycott the Chinese American es- 
tablishments is implemented . 

First, we believe that the minorities in America must unite 
to work for common causes. 

However, as much as we woulq like to see it happen，the 
minorities are simply not working together. Asian Ameri- 
cans are as mtch at fault as the other minorities. We have 
seen that some Chicano brothers and sisters_ have already 
been at odds with Asian Americans on the programming 
and funding of bilingual education. If we allow the frustra- 
tion of the farm worker issue to be ,directed against Chinese 
American grocers at this time, it could result in one commu- 
nity Pitting itself against another. The misunderstanding 
could be widened，the injury irreparable. 

Second ”we would like our Chicano friends to get to 
know us better. We should do our utmost to let them have a 
better understanding of our community，our family，our 
cultural background，our problems and our aspirations. 
Once we are acquainted，they will know that the Chinese 
Americans are not all alike. Some are very rich，some are 
very poor, and many are in between. Some are ConserVa- 
tives, some are progressives, and many consider themselves 
neither. Some are Supporters of the union, some are friends 


of the growers，and many Probably don't know what's 


going on. If our Chicano friends find a few Chinese Ameri- 
can grocers hostile to their cause, it does not mean that our 
entire community has turned against them. Our commu- 
nity, like many others, is divided and fragmented. We have 
a long way to go in uniting members of our community， 
even on issues directly affecting us. 

Third, we believe that there are many ways to work in 
our community besides the tactic of direct confrontation . 

We must emphasize that we welcome supporters of the 
farm workers to work in our community. Our residents 
have not been in touch with many issues vital to all Ameri- 
cans. Collective bargaining，voter registration，consumer 
education, family planning，civil rights and responsibilities 
are but a few of the issues in need of a jarge-scale commu- 
nity education campaign. The needs are there. The questicn 
is how to go about it. It is our opinion that direct confronta- 
tions which have been effective in many communities

ChijineseAmerican Arts Seek 
FarShare of state Funmas 


The art needs of Chinese com- 
munities in America have been 
mutually excluded from consider- 
ation by the traditionally institu- 
tionalized art resources. 

So testified Russ Lowe of the 
Chinese Media Committee 
(CMC) of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action recently in a hearing of 
the _ California Legislative Joint 
Committee on the arts. 

CMC sought. the committee'"s 
support in bringing a fair share of 
the arts monies to the Chinese 
communities. 

In a prepared statement，CMC 
claimed that museums and sym- 
phonies and“traditional cultural 
programs involving large audi- 
ences”form the entire Spectrum 
of “the arts”to those who admin- 
ister them ， 

But symphonlies and museums， 
it continued, “appeal to a mnutu- 
ally exclusive segment of our 
society and hardly at all to the 
young and old of our Chinese 
communities.” 

EXPRESSION 

Although the Chinese have 
made many and varied artistic 
contributions to American Soci- 


ety, they“have been effectively- 


cut out of the main streaimn of ex- 
pression in a predominantly self- 
expressing Socliety by overt and 
covert acts of discrimination in 
the areas of education，employ- 
ment, mediaand institutionallized 
art resources,”CMC stated. 


ZUKORS 


There are at least 30 Chinese 
community arts groups in San 
Francisco Chinatown alone，such 
as the Kearny Street Workshop 
and the Chinese Folk Dance As- 
sociation，Lowe said. But，as a 
whole, the Chinese community 1S 
lacking the support that institu- 
tionalized arts have gotten. 

CMC added that the high level 
of underemployment and unem- 
ployment in the Chinese commtu- 
nity does not foster the kind of 
financial resources needed for 
the development of community 
arts.

The Joint Committee is study- 
ing and appraising the coOndition 
Of the arts in _ California and the 
role the state Arts Commission 
might play in administering 3a 
Iarge-scale arts grant-making 
prugram in the upcoming year. 


CHINA PLAYS DOWN RUSSIA AS ATHREAT 


PEKING 一 China，in a dra- 
matic turnabout，revealed that 
she no longer felt the imminent 
danger of a Russian attack and 
that she had practically given up 
hope of quickly settling the Tai- 
wan question through peaceful 
means, -it was reported here last 
week by Toronto Globe corres- 
pondent John Burns.

Last week's five-part lecture 
series on China at the University 
of California said as much about

Each professor Spoke on his 
special field: John Starr opened 
Monday 's evening with a retro- 
spective view of the past; Chal- 
mers Johnson talked about Sino- 
Japanese relations; James Cahill 
narrated a slide show of Commu- 
nist art; and Joyce Kallgren out- 
lined the socialist welfare plan in 
China. Fred Wakeman wrapped 
up the week with a large Friday 
night crowd by analyzing Mao 'S 
“continuing revolution” and 
whatit holds forthe futurey 

Avoiding the deadly pittall of a 
chronological summary of events， 
Starr chose to take a poetic image 
of waves from Mao's poetry. 
Using this imnage，he illustrated 
the Chinese struggle against for- 
midable natural obstacles 
(against the waves” )，and as a 
Symbol for the modern Chinese 
working with nature in cycles in a 
progressive Spiral towards the 
Soclal ideal (with the waves ). 
Starr _ carried thlis symbolism 
throughout his lecture，elaborat- 
ing on these two themes.

He also mentioned an axiom 
that forms the base of Chinese 
attitudes towards progress: that 
conflict in society is valuable and 
permanent. He pointed out the

THIS WAS one reaction to a Survey taken of 
relatives，friends，and friends of friends. Survey One

Words. 

Over 110 surveys were returmed: Sixty-four for 
the positive terms,， and 51 for the negative. Various 
ethnic groups，ages and occupations were SUIVeyed， 
including An8glo-Saxons，one American Indian and 
two Greeks;i students and persons Over 50; a bus 
driver, a waitress, a bartender and a microbiologist.， 

“Whoever wrote this_ survey watches -too much 
Archie Bunker”a 21-year-old Filipino Student wrote 
on one of the SurveysS. 

“When I see these various grOuP names, I think 
about the various reasons for lines drawn and walls 
built，” wrote one 24-year-old SF State student:

An Asian American Studies 
part-time instructor has had her 
contract cancelled allegedly be- 
cause her class“did not achieve 
sufficient enrollment,” despite 
the fact that the contract was can- 
celled four days before the enroll- 
ment was closed . 


Rita Yee，a .20 part-time in- 
structor in Ethnic Studies at Cali- 
fornia State University， 了 Fresno 
(CSU Fresno)，had her contract 
cancelled September 24 by Dean 
Charles Denton of the School of 
Social Science. 

In a _ departmental memoran- 
dum,，Denton confirmed the can- 
cellation and_ identified Yee in- 
correctly as an instructor in Na- 
tive American _ Studies. The 


memo was addressed to the Black 
Studies Director by mistake. 

As a result of Denton's “pre- 
mature decision， according to 28 
Asian Americans in a letter pub- 
lished October 2 in the Daily Col- 
legian，the CSU Fresno paper， 
there has been a''total disruption 
of the academic lives of Ms. Yee 
and the sixteen students (who 
Signed Up for her course).”The 
letter charged Dean Denton with 
”ignorance and insensitivity to 
Asian Americans and students as
